According to 
this statement there was subscribed 
in the district of Northern Alberta 
the sum of $125,096.37, Of this am- 
ount the Alberta civil service and 
University of Alberta subscribed the 
sum of $46,729.20; in the city of Kd- 
monton there was subscribed $36,- 
874.70; the towns and rural districts 
contributed $21,021.82, and there was 
subscribed by the honorary treasurer 
at Ottawa, $20,470.65. 

The total antount of relief supplied 
during this period amounted to $185,- 
606.62, with administration expenses 
of $2,960.02, or ons and two-thirds 
per cent. of the total disbursements. 
In order to make up the deficit be- 
tween the receipts from subscriptions 
and the aniount paid out for relief, 
drafts had to be made on the central 
fund in Ottawa.
